Q If I am arrested for drunk 


driving under the implied con- 
sent law, when do I have a right 
to have my attorney present? If 
I refuse to take the breath test 
but am willing to submit to a 
urine test, is my license still 
suspended? 


A The answer comes from 


James Hough of the Wisconsin 
Judicial Council. Under the law, 
your right to an attorney begins 
when the in-custody interroga- 
tion begins. Taking samples of 
breath, urine or blood is consid- 
ered to be part of collecting 
physical evidence, and as such 
in not included in the category 
of incriminating acts against 
which the person is protected. 


Your acceptance of the alter- 


nate test will generally protect 
you against the charge of refus- 
al to take a test and your 
willingness to take the second 
test does not protect you. In 
practice, however, the agency- 
may accept your assent to the 
alternative test and proceed as 
if this were not a refusal. 


If you wish to have a blood- 


alcohol test made in addition to 
the agency test, it will be your 
responsibility to contact a doc- 
tor so an authorized person may 
draw the blood and then to 
arrange for a testing laboratory 
of your choice.

Aug. 17 kept it alive. 


The next day Burn, who had 


voted to table the amendment, 
voted for ratification, and the 
measure passed 49-47. 


Why did he switch? 
"I know that a mother's 


advice is always safest for 
her boy to follow," he said 
then, "and my mother wanted 
me to vote for ratification." 


Eight, days later, after Wash- 


ington was officially notified 
of the action, the amendment 
became part, of the Constitu- 
tion.

K-JC-X in your hand, your play 
from dummy depends upon 
which opponent is likely to 
gain the lead next. In this 
case the club finesse must be 
taken into the East hand. 


If East has the club king, it 


does no good to attempt to 
win the first heart with dum- 
my's 
queen, since declarer's 


K-8 is now subject to attack 
when East gets the lead. 
Declarer's best chance is to 
hope that East has only two 
hearts and allow the oppon- 
ents to take the first trick by 
playing low from dummy. 


Assuming a heart continu- 


ation and that West will allow 
you to win the queen (why 
should he make you comfort- 
able by taking the ace?), now 
you must enter your hand 
with a spade or a diamond 
and take the club finesse. If 
the finesse loses and East 
started with only two hearts, 
your hold-up play will .have, 
worked. If East started life 
with three hearts and the king 
of clubs, you were not des- 
tined to make this hand 


If the North and South club 


holdings were interchanged 
and the club finesse was going 
into the 
West hand, you 


should then put up the queen 
of hearts on the first round. 
The protected king would then 
be a stopper if West were to 
obtain the lead with the club 
king. 


2. This one needs no dia- 


gram. Since West led the 
deuce of spades, South should 
assume spades are divided 
evenly (4-4) and win the first 
spade. There should be no 
danger even if the diamond 
finesse loses, since the op- 
ponents will be able to take 
only three spades and the 
diamond king. 


The greater danger is that 


if even one spade is allowed 
to hold, the opponents might 
shift to hearts and perhaps 
establish t h r e e tricks for 
themselves in that suit, ready 
to cash when on lead with the 
king of diamonds. Now you 
would lose five tricks instead 
of only four.

Health, Physical Education 
and Recreation's leadership 
development project on smok- 
ing, Washington, D.C. 


It isn't that these youths 


don't know about the proven 
facts of smoking, the speaker 
said, "It's that they often 
figure they'll quit in a couple 
of years." 


And yet, he added, "We are 


finally accepting the fact that 
smoking is a habit and an 
addiction w h i c h can't be 
kicked that easily." 


That's why it is so impor- 


tant to stress the "Don't start" 
angle of smoking. Grannell 
said, 
pointing out to the 


educators that they may be in 
the best position to carry out 
these programs. 


"You are very important in 


this because you are the ones 
who have the children in your 
classes at an early age," he 
said. "And it is necessary that 
any programs in any of these 
workshop a r e a s , including 
smoking, be started in lower 
elementary classes.

are involving the kids when 
they develop a program and 
then let them participate," he 
said. "Developing a curricu- 
lum based on facts just isn't 
enough if it isn't meaningful 
nor applicable to the youths. 
It just becomes abstract — 
something that must be gotten 
down pat to get a good 
grade," he stressed. 


Let "them dig for 
facts 


themselves and discuss them 
in class whether they are 
favorable or not, because if 
you try to hide the unfavor- 
able facts and the kids find 
out, you'll never be trusted 
again, the speaker 
pointed 


out. Repeat, Repeat Facts 


This doesn't mean, however, 


that the educator should let 
the students run the program, 
he indicated. "You have to 
repeat and repeat facts to 
hammer them home." 


Some of those facts are that 


the government, national or- 
ganizations and a g e n c i e s , 
pharmacies and the medical 
profession all are trying to do 
something about cutting down 
smoking, he said. 


The facts also are that 


despite the big cry from the 
television networks about the 
great loss of revenue if the 
cigarette advertisements are 
banned from the air, the loss 


for CBS amounts to only 5 per 
cent of its $300 million reve- 
nue, 4.4 per cent for NBC and 
6.5 per cent for ABC, Grannell 
pointed out. 


"And whether we like sta- 


tistics, the facts also show 
that 65,000 people died of lung 
cancer last year. 


"But perhaps we shouldn't 


talk so much about mortality 
and point out more of the 
morbidity. The facts also are 
that when you have lung 
cancer, sometimes you are 
lucky because you know you 
are going to die. But if you 
have emphysema you will live 
on and on as a cripple, the 
educator stated. 


In Majority 


There are other facts, too 


"There's the fact that the non- 
smokers are in the majority 
(66 per cent are ex or non- 
smokers) but because they 
have been a minority for so 
long, often they don't even 
know their legal rights," he 
said. "Explain them." 


But the fact of the facts is 


that they can't be explained 
with a dry lecture, the speak- 
er repeated again, stressing 
the need for the teacher to 
allow youth involvement. 


'Demonstrate, 
dramat i z e, 


and analyze. Let them do 
posters, and write songs and 
do research. 


"And always make sure all 


types of youths are involved 
—especiall those who are or 
have b e e n troublemakers. 
They not only need it the 
most, but they are the ones 
who can set the best examples 
for the 
younger 
children," 


Grannell concluded.

He responded to comments by 


State. Sen. Nile Soik, R-White- 
fish Bay, who said that he 
recently interviewed a prisoner 
at a state prison camp who said 
he was happy to get away from 
the Green Bay reformatory 
because of the homosexual prob- 
lem there. 


Soik said that the prisoner 


had told him that prison offi- 
cials had not been successful in 
isolating all homosexuals in the 
reformatory. 


The prisoner said there is 


"far more homosexuality than 
people are aware of" at the 
Green Bay reformatory, said 
Soik. 


Isolate Inmates 


Soik said that he talked to the 


inmate at one of the prison 
camps of the correction system 
during a visit by the committee 
to study operations and facili- 
ties of state agencies. 


McCauley said that 'prison 


officials had tried to cut down 
on the incidence of homosexual 
activity at the reformatory, and 
that the laundry and tailor 
shops had been designated as 
"repositories" of inmates who 
'are so inclined.

Overriding Nixon's Veto 


The United States Senate has 


followed the lead of the House and 
overridden President Nixon's veto of the 
bill appropriating $4.4 billions for 
various federal educational programs. 
And the action engineered largely by the 
Democratic majorities in Senate and 
House will undoubtedly become an 
important issue in the fall Congressional 
elections. 


The President vetoed the bill because 


it exceeded his budget recommendations 
by $541 millions. At the same time he 
also vetoed an omnibus appropriations 
bill of $18 billions carrying funds for 
veterans, housing, the space agency and 
scores of other federal programs. The 
House upheld him in that veto. The two 
bills together contained about one billion 
dollars in spending above the level 
recommended by Nixon, so his effort did 
save the taxpayers about half that sum. 


President Nixon has taken the 


position that one of the most important 
actions in bringing our national inflation 
under control is the balancing of the 
federal budget. The budget he presented 
to Congress was designed to do that. But 
consistently the Democratic majorities 


have been approving spending levels in 
excess of his budget. 


At the same time the Democrats are 


calling loudly on the President to do 
more to control inflation, and George 
Meaney of the AFL-CIO has been hinting 
that wage-price controls may be 
necessary. 


The state of the nation's economy will 


be an important factor in the outcome of 
the fall elections. There is definite 
evidence today of a slowdown in 
business activity, a slowdown that was 
absolutely necessary if price and in- 
terest rate increases were to be con- 
trolled. It is a good question whether a 
turnaround will take place before 
November. 


Such a situation could work to the 


disadvantage of the President and the 
Republicans in the elections. 


But the Democratic action in the 


Congress on the educational bill veto 
tends to take the President and the 
Republicans otf the hook, so to speak. 
President Nixon can argue with logic 
that he cannot carry out his economic 
programming when the Democrats in 
Congress act irresponsibly on ap- 
propriations.

Mass Transit Needs Ignored 


It's a-bittJifficult to understand why 


the National Governors Conference 
voted down a proposal to divert some 
federal highway funds to the needs of 
other forms of transportation. Probably 
the Governors do not every day drive in 
urban areas or spend hours in five mile 
an hour lines of traffic. Whatever the 
need for expanded highways to meet the 
ever-growing number of automobiles in 
the nation, the need to discourage such 
traffic is even more essential, especially 
around-the larger cities. 


Obviously the automobile must, be the 


major means of transportation in many 
sections of the country, particularly in 
rural and small town areas and where 
there are not large concentrations of 
people. While it has not at all been 
proved that'better highways improve 
safety chances — in fact just the op- 
posite may be likely since better roads 
mean higher speeds — in some parts of 
the country they are essential for in- 
dustry and individuals. • 


But mass transit systems in the 


nation have been badly neglected. In- 
stead of following the lead of some 
smaller foreign 
nations 
with large 


populations in developing high speed, 
low cost transit systems, the United 


States has gone merrily along building 
highways and ignoring the jammed 
traffic in the cities, the pollution from 
the combustion engine, the delays and 
the frustrations and the simple lack of 
efficiency. Only recently has there been 
an attempt to experiment with high 
speed trains such as the one now 
operating between New York -and 
Washington. Toronto has had a similar 
operation for many months and the 
bullet train from Tokyo through Kyota to 
Osaka and Kobe is a convenient, com- 
fortable example of how such a system 
can work. 


Similarily not enough study has gone 


into using feeder air lines both to cut the 
traffic 
on the 
highways 
and 
the 


congestion around major airports. 


There must be a continued effort to 


improve highway 
conditions. 
But 


blacktopping or paving the entire nation 
isn't the answer to the transportation 
problems in the country which are only 
going to increase. We wish the governors 
had used a little more imagination and 
even vision. It has been lacking in the 
field of transportation in the past and we 
are paying the price in heavy highway 
costs, appalling accidents and what even 
seems to be a locked-in system of 
obeisance to the automobile.

WASHINGTON—The latest 


encyclopedia on crime put out 
by the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation 
teaches 
a 


paradoxical lesson. The 1969 
FBI statistics basically show 
how little we really know. 


Crime, in fact, is a social 


mystery. And because the 
political consequences can be 
decisive, the wise attitude is 
one of far more restraint and 
austerity than most of us have 
recently shown. 


The one sure thing we know 


about crime is that it is 
rapidly on the rise. The FBI 
numbers showed that during 
the decade of the '60s violent 
crime rose by 148 per cent. A 
not small 'part 
of 
the 


population has at one time or 
another been robbed or 
assaulted. Seven people in 
every 'hundred thousand get 
murdered annually. The 
murder category is up 6 per 
cent since last year alone. 


Many Theories Offered 


The reasons behind this 


spectacular 
increase, 


however, are not well un- 
derstood. The FBI, quite 
rightly, does not pretend to 
have authoritative answers. 
That leaves the field open to 
speculation. 


One theory, put out by some 


British sociologists, stresses 
overcrowding. In this view, 
people are being packed so 
closely together in offices, 
factories, homes, and while 
vacationing and in transit, 
that hostile and aggressive 
feelings are bred as never 
before. 
Another 
theory 


stresses the media — the 
appetites whetted by the sight 
of the goodies of the rich now 
put on display in every home 
by television. Then there is, as 
always, the theory of moral 
degradation— a decline in the 
standards brought about by 
loose living and permissive 
philosophies. 


What to do about crime is 


even more a matter of dispute. 
It is probably safe to say that 
there is no area where the 
remedies favored by popular 
folklore are more at variance 
with the systematic findings. 


The popular reaction to 


crime— the feeling that most

Jack the Ripper

Tours Conducted in 
Whitechapel Home 
Of Famed Murderer 


LONDON (AP) - London's 


hottest mystery tour is through 
an ordinary working class quar- 
ter in the east end It's called 
"find Jack the ripper." 


The English and tourists from 


abroad are queuing up for guid 
ed visits to Whitechapel, where 
the notorious ripper lurked in 
1888 and stabbed to death at 
least five and perhaps 10 ladies 
of dubious repute

of his deeds

stabbing to carve out his vic-

The ripper kept up a macabre

ANN ARBOR, Mich. - The 


apprehension with which a con- 
siderable portion of the Univer- 
sity of Michigan faculty awaits 
the autumn term here stems 
from deep misgivings about the 
way President Robben Fleming 
handled last winter's student 
crisis.

Fleming has been w i d e l y 
praised by press and politicians 
for peacefully settling a campus 
strike at Michigan last March.

ing's tactics have encouraged 
more politicization here and set 
dangerous precedents harmful 
to academic freedom.

Fleming's acceptance of a 10 
ser cent Negro enrollment goal, 
the major demand of the March 
student strike. 


S u b s t a n t i v e arguments 


against the 10 per cent quota, 
swept away by emotional sup- 
port from a majority of stu- 
dents and faculty, are formid- 
able. To raise black enrollment 
from the present 3.5 per cent 
would leave precious little in 
scholarship funds for poor white 
students. Moreover, the attrition 
rate of black students now is 
close to 50 per cent. With a 
threefold increase in Negro en- 
rollment, t h e attrition rate 
probably would soar. 


Similar a r g u m e n t s were 


voiced by Fleming himself when 
black militants first made their 
demands. He r e s e r v e d his 
stand, Fleming told us, when he 
saw how much the university 
community supported the 10 per 
cent quota. 


But that is not the full story. 


"It's foolish to deny there was 
intimidation and coercion (in 
the student strike)," Fleming 
conceded to us. Indeed, faculty 
members recall with foreboding 
the oppressive taste of violence 
last March — students coerced 
into boycotting classes and pro- 
fessors 
intimidated into not

What makes some faculty 


members pessimistic about a 
new confrontation is Fleming's 
record the past year. Thus, 
though Michigan's mood does 


For instance, two 
chemistry professors canceled 


their lectures outright following 
bomb threats. The message to 
the campus community: the 
rewards of disruption can be 
considerable. 


In less dramatic ways, acad- 


emic freedom is being undercut 
here. Black graduate students in 
the psychology department have 
demanded that no psychological 
formulations about Negroes be 
made here without their con- 
sent. Incredibly, instead of be- 
ing summarily rejected, 
the 


demand was generally accepted 
by the department head. 


The naivete of the Michigan 


administration is typified by 
Fleming's dismissal of the bur- 
geoning Afro-American studies 
program as similar in kind to 
the 
university's Slavic lan- 


guages center or its Far Eastern 
center. In fact, Frank Yates, a 
tough, young administrator of 
Afro-American studies, openly 
calls it a potential "university 
within a university" with frank- 
ly political goals. 


The program at Ann Arbor is 


national in scope. Fleming can 
best keep his support 
from 


politicians, students and probab- 
ly a majority of the faculty by 
continuing to compromise with 
any demands made this fall and 
thereby prevent a holocaust. 
What worries Fleming's faculty 
critics is the price +hat must be 
paid for such peace in terms of
